THE LINDELL RAILWAY FORCED TO BE- 


1 - DUCE ITS FORCE OF CABS. 


Seven Double Cars Said to Have Been Taken 
Off the Road—The Patronage Largely In- 
jured by the Cable Road—Decline ef the 
Steck — The Force of Bobtails to Be 
Deubled—Mr. Maxon Talks About the 
Road. 


“The competition of the Cable Railway with 
the Lindell Railway on Washington avenue 
since the opening of the former has been 
sharp and disastrous. The poor managce- 
ment and picayunish policy of the Lindell road 
made it extremely unpopular with residents 
or the linejand they took advantage of the first 
opportunity to desert it. People had 
been accustomed to waiting ten or fifteen 
minutes for 4a car in the busy 
part of the day, and then finding 
little accommodation and scant courtesy 


when they boarded one. Then the bobdtail 
with the despotic driver was also a source of 
constant annoyance, and as soon as a new 
mode of transit was established within short 
walking distance, the patrons of Nickel“ 
John Maxon deserted him in throngs. 

Where formerly there were packed cars at 
certain hours in the day there are now afew 
people and empty benches. The road has been 
running extreme! light, noticeably 
80, and the ew entertaluments on 
ite route and the few people absolutely de- 

endent on it have furnished all of its traffic. 

e breaking down of the cable now 
and then has also helped the road through. 
All the people who can, go to the Cable or to 
Olive street. On the extension some people 
walk four and five blocks out of their way to 
avoid taking a bobtail. 

IT IS ASSERTED NOW 
that the patrons ot the line wil 
have to depend almost entirely on bob- 
tails for means of transit. The stock of 
the road in consequence of the inroads made 
on ite traffic has suffered a sharp decline 
falling from $150 and $160 per share to $105 and 
$110 a share. It is quoted on the street 
$1065, although a sale was 
some time ago at $110. This 
depression and loss instead of spurring the 
t to greater exertion to 
the business has appar- 
—4* ha a contrary effect and 
has induced them to decrease e nees. For 
awhile time was shortened in the morning and 
evening and promises of 
accommodations were made 
late it has been noticed 
the cars have been 1— further apart and 
fewer ot them have been in operation. The 
cost of reconstructing and regrading Wash- 
ington avenue has been heavy, and retrench- 
ment is the watchword. 

People on the line say it seems now as if it 
is about fifteen minutes between each car, 
and an employe of the road said 
to a PoO8T- DISPATCH reporter that 
five double cars had been taken off 
and two more would be taken off this week, 
making a total reduction of seven double cars. 
He also said that more of the double cars 
would be taken off and bobtalls would be 
substituted. A heavy stockholder of the road 
remarked some time ago that the policy which 
would probably be ursued would 
be put on single cars and 
run them more frequently and 1 
than at present, so that there will be 
no delays and no waits om the road. The 
yo action of the management points in 
he direction of this 7 as only double 
cars have been taken off and the road has now 
in course of construction by Brownell & Wight 
a lot of single cars which will double the bob- 
tails now in use. 

The report current on the street that John 
Maxon had unloaded nearly all of his 
stock is said to be true on excellent 
authority, but the stock was disposed 
of several years o, when the road was 
earning big dividends and when Mr. 
Maxon went into the R. B. Brown Oil Company. 
Since then he has bought back some of the 
stock, but his holding is small, amounting, it 
is believed, to less than 200 shares. he 
bulk of the stock isheld by W. A. Hargadine, 
Geo. E. Leighton and Mr. Chapman, Mr. Max- 
en — course retaining the nominal manage- 
ment. 

Mr. Maxon is known to have been trying to 
get back stock at prices below what he re- 
ceived for it, as he is interested in the Noble 
motor, which it is believed will revolutionize 
the street railway business and will distance 
the Cable. This is the one hope of the Lindell 
Railway, together with a belief that the Cable 
will cease to bea novelty and be buried by 
heavy expenses. 

Mr. Maxon was found in his office at the R. 
B. Brown Oil Company to-day and was asked 
about the reports concerning the Lindell Rail- 
way. He smileda broad nickel smile, and 
said, ‘‘I don’t care to gratify the public curios- 
ity regarding any connection with the road. 
I consider it a private ne with which the 

ublic is not concerned and ip which it is not 
nterested. I will say this, however, 
that I sold some of my stock when I went into 
this business, but Iwill also say that [own 
more stock in the road now than I did three 
years ago. That is all I care to say concerning 
that matter.’’ 

“Why have the cars on the line been re- 
duced.’*’ 

Oh, that does not amounttoanything. We 
regulate our force of cars by the traffic. Every 
summer when the people are away on our 
line we reduce the number of oars to 
suit the traffic.

STANDING BY THE MAYOR. 

In construing doubtful or conflicting 
statutes a court should give the Legisla - 
ture credit for intending to do its duty 
and to make the law just what the law 
ought to be; and so the opinion of the 
court as to what the law ought to be has 
sometimes a good deal to do with its de- 
cision as to what the law is. 

In the Police Board case the State Bu- 
preme Court, taking the indisputable 
ground that Mayor Francis ought 
to have by law the authority he 
claims as ex-officio President and exec- 
utfve officer of the Police Board, 
reasons that therefore the intention 
of the Legislature to confer it on him may 
be inferred from any legislative act con- 
sistent with such intention, whether that 
act relates directly to the Police Board 
and its powers or not, and no matter how 
much such act may conflict with the his- 
tory or depart from the provisions of the 
acts creating the Police Board and pre- 
scribing its functions. 

But ground distinctly the opposite of 
this was recently taken by this 
same Supreme Court in a decision 
protecting Mayor FRANCIS from 
the authority of the St. Louis Circuit 
Courts to open the stuffed ballot-boxes and 
investigate his election. In that case the 
Court held that what the law ought to be, 
and what the mandate of the State Con- 
stitution required it to be, and what the 
Legislature plainly intended it should be, 
could not all together sustain the juris- 
diction claimed by the St. Louis Circuit 
Court, the Supreme Court holding thata 
conflicting definition, incautiously over- 
looked in a separate statute, deprived St. 
Louis Circuit Courts of a jurisdiction of 
municipal election contests conferred on 
Circuit Courts generally in an act plainly 
intended by the Legislature to include the 
courts and municipal contests of St. Louis. 

Between these two decisions, resting on 
principles of construction so remote and 
irreconcilable, there is a very wide range 
for roaming judgment to frisk about 
and turn summersaults in, whenever 
party interests, or great railroad interests 
either, find statutes or Constitutions in 
their way. In exalting the elective city 
member above the members of the Police 
Board appointed by the Governor, the 
Supreme Court has not offended local 
public sentiment in the least. But there 
is a general regret that, by adopting a 
different principle of construction to sus- 
tain Mayor Francis in the other case, the 
court managed to defeat the mandate of 
the Constitution and to exalt the power of 
the local ballot-box stuffers above that of 
the courts and honest voters of St. Louis.

SUBSIDY AND FELONY. 

The same House Committee which rec- 
ommended the Pacific Railroad extension 
bill, recommended also an investigation 
of the financial condition and management 
of the roads. The strong pressure for the 
passage of the bill without the previous in- 
vestigation, is a confession that the in- 
vestigation would probably defeat the bill. 

Eleven years before the maturing of the 
bonds lent them by the Government these 
roads are pressing this new settlement on 
the Government with the argument that 
it offers additional and better security for 
the ultimate payment of their indebted- 
ness to the Government. But the oppo- 
nents of this measure have shown that, 
even ifthe payments it provides for are 
all made, the reimbursement will fall 
some $75,000,000 short of the Government’s 
actual outlay in its loans to the companies. 
Evidence going to show that the addi- 
tional Securities are worthless has 
been produced to show that Congress 
should investigate them before accepting 
them. They consist mainly of branch 
water” unloaded upon the indebted oor- 
porations in such a shape that the pro- 
posed Government lien om the new lines 
will be worthless. They are valuable 
chiefly as records of the means by which 
the earnings and credit of the Pa- 
cifio roads have been unlawfully di- 
verted to the profit of the rings 
and syndicates managing and robbing 
those roads. A recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court, that no road can acquire 
another by lease or purchase without spe- 
cific authority from the Legislature to both 
corporations, throws still greater doubt 
upon the value of these new securities. 
‘Moreover the bill so reduces the interest 
and extends the time that it amounts prao- 
tically to the granting of a new subsidy, 
without any better provisions than those 
of the existing Thurman act to secure the 
proposed payments. 

Some of its sections contain the very 
provisions which THURMAN defeated in 1878 
and denounced as a means to place the 
Government at the meroy of the roads. 
Its provisions for the collestion of the pro-

A Canadian Scandal.

This story, however, is denied by the 
Ministerial organ, and the denial is accepted 
by the Globe. The other stories are not 
denied, though an effort is made to explain 
away their force.

Rallroad Discrimination, 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The grain receivers of Baltimore are com- 
plaining loudly against what they claim to be 
a custom of the railroads centering in that city 
in making freight rebates toa few favored 
firms and forcing the rest to pay full rates for 
transportation service. The matter was offi- 
cially taken up a few days ago by the Corn and 
Flour Exchange of that city, and a committee 
was appointed to take action on the subject. 

It is difficult tosay how much ground there 
is for this complaintand the action resolved 
on; but no one conversant with the grain busi- 
ness can doubt that such discriminations are 
made ona large scale. The same is true of 
provisions, and probablyof all other descrip 
tions of produce which are handled in quanti- 
ties large enough to make favoritism an ob- 
ject. 

It is the, quality of this railroad business, 
more than all else put together, that has 
stirred up the people of the United States, 
East and West, to ask for relief at the hands 
of Congress. They know that this favoritism 
has formed a network all through the history 
of railroading in the United States, and can 
sse no way out of it except by an appeal to 
Washington. They feel so very strongly in 
regard to it that itis to be feared they would 
tolerate objectionable or harsh provisions in 
any measure that would assure them of relief 
in this particular rather than failto getit. It 
will be well for the railroad men to remember 
this in case they feel aggrieved by the action 
of Congress in response to the prayer of a 
long outraged public.

Fees for incor- 
poration should be repealed. For let it be re- 
membered that the money accumulated by 
building associations comes from the savings 
ofthe earnings of laborers, mechanics and 
clerks that heretofore was tied up in stockings 
or spent foolisiiiy in the saloon. Now this 
money is expended in improving a piece of 
vacant big town and thus enhencing its 
value and increasing the revenue of the city 
and State. In fact it would be judicious to 
offer a premium to every new building asso- 
ciation organized. They are veritable evan- 
gelizere—the surest safety valves the State 
can possess.

DmBROW, THE BRUTE. 


A Husband's Cruel Treatment Drives His 
Wife Insane, 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Dispatcn. 

New Ton, June 22.—It might startle Ben- 
jamin Disbrow of Brooklyn it he heard the 
opinion entertained of him by the friends and 
relatives of his wife. She is lying dauger- 
ously sick of brain fever at the house of her 
brother-in-law, Theodore Harris, at 135 East 
Fifty-fourth street. A little more than two 
weeks ago Mrs. Disbrow attempted to take her 
life by cutting her throat with a pair of scis- 
sors. She had read in a Brooklyn paper some 
comments on a uit for divorce in- 
stituted by her husband on the grounds 
of adultery. She had been living a 
very retired lite for two years or more, and 
on account of the unhappy character of her 
married life, experienced a horror verging on 
frenzy of anything bordering on publicity. 
Mrs. Disbrow was aware that she had been 
shadowed for weeks by private detectives and 
had understood that it was impossible for her 
to leave the house without being followed by 
one of them. This knowledge so unnerved 
the woman that her mind became unsettled. 
She was carefully watched by ber sister, Mrs. 
Harris, and her mother, an old lady, who 
lived with her son-in-law. On Monday, June 
5, she was alone for a few minutes in her bed- 
room on the third floor of the house. About 
5 o’clock in the evening Mrs. Harris was start- 
led by shrieks. She at once divined their 
origin, and, rushing up stairs, found Mrs. 
Desbrow writhing in convulsions on the floor 


and madly tearing at her throat with her 
hands. In her right hand she clutched a pair 
of scissors. Bl was. pouring from the 
woman’s throat. At the sight Mrs. Harris 
added her shrieks to those of her sister and 
the other inmates of the house 

WERE QUICKLY ALARMED. 

Dr. Belcher was at once summoned, but be- 
fore he arrived Dr. Kessler, for whom a mos- 
senger had aleo been sent, had responded to 
the call for assistance. He found her in an al- 


most unmanageable condition, and far too 
violent to remain under the care of her mother 
and sister. The latter was terribly htened, 
not only at ber sister’s condition, but for the 
safety of other members of the family.

OLD TIME BASE- BALL. 


The Knickerbocker Club and the Evolution 
of the National Game. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

Just forty years ago yesterday, on the 19th of 
June, 1846, was played the first match game of 
base ball. It occurred in Hoboken, N. J., 
though both the contesting clubs belonged in 
New York, one being named from that city 
and the other being known as the Knicker- 
bocker. Town ball was highly popular at that 
time, and as there was great curiosity to see 
the new sport of base ball, which had grown 
out of it, the announcement of the match 
drew a large crowd. No admission fee was 
charged, and, indeed, such a thing was never 
thought of in connection with a ball game for 
several years afterward. 

This original match game consisted of onl 
four inniugs, the rule then being that the olu 
‘first makin 


at the bat 
would stand idly at the home-plate, watchin 
the 13 and catcher as they tossed the 
back and forth and waiting for the latter to let 
a ball go past him and so enable the base-run- 
er to reach second, then third and then 
me. He never made any attempt to strike

This sort of thing continued for many years, 
asthe rule allowing the umpire to balls 
and strikes was not made until away on in the 
sixties.

At its close those present stated that 
they were not yet prepared to make their de- 
cision public.

The mon have re- 
quested thatan answer to their demands be 
returned this week, and in the event of a re- 
fusai to grant the advance, they saythey will 
strike at once. The men are members of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron and Steel 
Workers and the Knights of Labor, and have 
— promised the support of both organiza- 
tions.

CADY AND THE CASINO. 


THE POLICE JUDGE CHAMPIONS THE CAUSE 
OF INDECENCY 


And Rebukes the Police Department for 
ing to Close the Fourth Street Show— 
tective Frese Testifies to What He Saw and 
Heard in the Theater. 


The case against Walter C. Peckham, pro- 
prietor, and Harry Montague, manager, of the 
Casino Theater, charging them with permit- 
ting an indecent, immoral and lewd play and 
representation to be given on the premises 
controlled by them, hada rather unexpected 
termination in the First District Police Court 
this morning. Instead of fining the defend- 
ants, Judge Cady in his decision was very 
severe on the men who brought the 
case. When the case was called 
Peckham took the defendant’s 
chair alone, Montague not being present. He 
was represented by Thomas Estep ,City Attor- 
ney Dyer prosecuting the case. A plea of not 


was placed on the stand. He stated that on 
the llth day ofthe present month he visited 
the theater, reaching there about 9 o’clock in 
the evening He went there under instruoc-. 
tions from Chief Huebler, who ordered him 
to investigate the show and by whose instruo- 
tions the case was brought. When he reached 
there, the witness said, there were a couple 
of acrobats on the stage who 
were cracking jokes. He then detailed

as closely as he could remember, telling the 
alleged obscene jokes he had heard. He said 
that one part of the performance represented 
Ariadne, the Belle of St. Louis, ’* seeing the 
sights. She dressed in men’s clothes and vis- 
ited John Davis’ saloon, where she meta num- 
ber of women of the town, and was invited by 
one of the women to the openin — her house. 
The ‘‘belle’’ also visited an op oint, and 
there was a scene — , her there with 
a man and a lot of women ofthe town. 
Then there was the opening of a down- 
town house at which there was 
a dance by girls wearing extremely low cut 
dresses. Here the true sex of the belle is dis- 
covered, and itis learned that the handsome 
youth is ‘none other than ‘‘Ariadne, the belle 
of St. Louis, seeing the town. 

Mr. Estep cross-examined Officer Frese about 
the play upon words which he testified in re- 
. to and asked him if he thought them ob- 
scene. 

Mr. Frese said he was merely testifying to 
what he had seen and it was for the court to 
judge whether they were obscene or not.

THE POLICE REBUKED. 

I see no necessity for doingso,’’ said Judge 
Cady. ‘‘I fail to see anything in the testimony 
brought out against him. It depends 3 good 
deal on how a man’s mind is running when he 
places a construction on these things. Ifa 
man has a pure mind he will place no improper 
construction on little plays of words of this 
kind, andifhe has a depraved mind he will 
give them a vulgar and immoral meaning. 

The most respectable places of amusement 
in the city permit plays to be 
made on words, and as for 
the short and low-cut dresses, they are al- 
lowed on every s „ and it is to see ‘leg 
shows’ that eminently ‘respectable bald-heads 
throng the front rows of these houses. For 
my part, Icannotsee why the Casino should 
be specially selected to makea fight on against 
these things. The defendant is discharged.’’ 

But, your Honor, before discharging the 
defendant I want to state that there was one 
play on words made at the theater on this 

articular evening which occurred with his 
consent, and which he 
does not intend to allow to 
happen again. It was for the purpose of hav- 
ing him state this that I wanted to place him 
on the stand, said Mr. Estep.
